Burlington, N. J., May 14.—While

mental depression, 


'caused by the suicide ot her husband, 
Harry B. Sharp, four -months ago, Mrs. 
Helen Sharp shot and killed her 15- 
.year-old son and then cut her throat 
-with a razor. 


Yesterday morning the house was 


still closed, and the neighbors, becom- 
ing suspicious, Frank Brewin entered 
"by the trap door in the roof, and, de- 
scending to the ground floor, opened 
"the front door. Accompanied by Coun- 
cilman Sholl, the two ascended to the 
.room occupied by Mrs. Sharp and her 
•-son. Lying on the bed were the dead 
bodies of the mother and son, covered 
•with blood. In the woman's hand was 
-clutched a razor, with which she had

sligfctest danger. On that day a 
stream of boiling lava burst through 
the top of the crater and plunged into 
the valley of the river Blanche, over- 
whelming the Guerin sugar works and 
killing 23 work people and the son of 
the proprietor. 


A commission was appointed by the 


governor to investigate the outbreak, 
and it returned a reassuring report on 
Wednesday evening. But about 
8 


o'clock on Thursday morning a shower 
of lire rushed down on St. Pierre and 
the coast from La Carbst. which had 
a population of 6,500, to Le Pecheur, 
which had a population of 4,000, burn- 
ing up everything in its path. 


Throughout Thursday the heat in 


the vicinity of St_ Pierre was so In- 
tense and the stream cf flowing lava 
was so unremitting that it was im- 
possible to approach the town during 
the early part of the day. As evening 
approached the French cruiser Suchet, 
after a heroic battle with the heat, 
suffocation and sulphur fumes, suc- 
ceeded in making a dash toward the 
shore, nearing the land close enough 
to enable her to take off 39 survivors 
of the disaster, all of whom were hor- 
ribly burned and mutilated. SL Pierre 
at that time was an absolute smoking 
waste, concealing 30,000 
corpses, 


whose decomposition necessitated In 
some cases instantly completing their 
cremation, which was only partially 
accomplished by the lava. Not a house 
in St. Pierre is standing; the entire 
city being consumed and buried. 


The inhabitants of Fort De France 


were panic-stricken the morning of the 
disaster, when the sky suddenly black- 
ened and It was at dark as at nild- 
night The sea shrank back 30 yards, 
and hot rain 
begain to fall, while 


gravel, the size of walnuts, poured 
down on the town. This lasted shout 
15 minutes. . 


Briefly put, last Thursday morning 


the city -of 
SL Pierre 
disappeared 


within ten minutes in a whirlwind of 
fire vomited from Mont Pelee; 30,000 
persons were Instantly and horribly 
killed, and the volcano whose-ancient 
crater for more than 50 years had 
been occiipied by a quiet lake, iff which 
picnic parties bathed, suddenly dis- 
charged a torrent of fiery mud; 


rolled" towards the sea, engulfing 
everything before it. Then the last of 
cable communication was broken, and 
the doomed city was isolated from the 
world. 


The Associated Press steamer near- 


ed Martinique at 6.30 Sunday morn- 
ing. The island, with its lofty hills, 
was hidden behind a huge veil of vio- \ 
let or leaden colored haze.

The city of SL Pierre 
stretched 


nearly two miles along 
the water 


front and half a mile back to a cliff 
at the base of the volcano. The still 
smoking volcano towered above the 
ash-covered hills. The ruins were 
burning in many places, and frightful 
odors of burned flesh filled the air. 


With great difficulty a landing was 


effected. 
Not one house was left 


intact. Viscid heaps of mud. of bright- 
er ashes or piles of volcanic stones, 
were seen on every hand. The streets 
could hardly be traced. Here and 
there amid the ruins were heaps of 
corpses, almost all the faces being 
downward. In one corner 22 bodies of 
men, women and children were min- 
gled in one awful mass, arms and legs 
protruding as the hapless beings fell 
In the last struggles of death's agony. 


Through the middle of the old Place 


Bertin ran a tiny stream, the remains 
of the River Gayave. Great trees, with 
roots upward, and scorched by fire, 
were strewn in every direction. Huge 
blocks and still hot stones were scat- 
tered about. From under one large 
stone the arm of a white woman pro- 
truded. Most notable was the utter 
silence anc! the awful, overpowering 
stench from ths thousands of deadL 


Careful inspection showed that the 


fiery stream which so completely de- 
stroyed St. Pierre must have been 
composed of poisonous gases, which 
instantly suffioeatesl ever;- one who 
inhaled 
them, and of other gases 


burning furiously, for nearly all the 
victims had their hands covering their 
mouths or were in some other atti- 
tude, showing that they had sought 
relief from suffocation. All the. bodies 
were carbonized or roasted. 


The whole north esd of 'the Island 


was covered with a silver gray coat- 
ing ot ashes resembling dirty scow. 
Furious blasts of fire, ashes and nrud 
swept over the steamer, but finally 
St. Pierre was reached. 


The authorities are doing everything 


possible to relieve the suffering. The 
means at their hands are terribly in- 
adequate. Unless prompt measures 
are taken for the disposal of the thou- 
sands of dead bodies at St. Pierre a 
fearful plague is almost certain to de- 
velop there. 


FAMINE FACES REFUGEES 


Provisions Are Needed Immediately 


For 100,000 People. 


Fort De France, Island of Marti- 


nique, May 14.—Words fail to describe 
the present situation at St. Pierre. A 
small detachment of French troops is 
making efforts to inter the dead, al- 
though the government seems to bs 
strikingly nnconcerned as to what is 
done in this direction. The looting of 
the dead has begun already. 
While 


coming to Fort De France the United 
States tug Potomac picked up a boat 
containing five colored and one white 
man, whose pockets were filled with 
coin and jewelry, the latter evidently 
stripped from the 'fingers of the dead. 
Lieutenant B. B. McCormick, the com- 
mander of the Potomac, arrested these 
men and turned them over to the com- 
mander of the French cruiser Suchet 
for punishment. The Potomac brought 
a ton of supplies to Martiniqae, con- 
fisting in part of codfish and fiour. 


This city is already filled with thou- 


sands of refugees from the north end 
of the island, and more are constantly 
coming in. The terror has now taken 
a new form. There is imminent dan- 
ger of starvation before help can get 
here. Provisions are needed Imme- 
diately for 100,000 people. A shipload 
of lime is also needed at St. Pierre for 
sanitary* purposes. The stench there 
from the dead bodies is overpowering.

St. Vincent Again Menaced. 


Fort De France, Island of Marti- 


nique, May 14.—The United States gov- 
ernment tug Potomac left here last i 
night for the Island of SL Vincent, 
where conditions are reported to be 
worse. La Soufriere, on St. Vincent, 
was in full eruption on May 10. A 
stream of stone and mud half a mile 
wide was then Issuing from the vol- 
cano. Stones two inches in diameter 
fell 12 miles away. At Kingston, the 
capital of the island, the ashes were 
two inches deep. Seven hundred, dead 
were reported jpn Sunday, May 11. It 
is estimated that the total number of 
deaths on SL Vincent reaches 2,000. 
Most of the victims are said to be 
Carib Indians. Seven estates on the 
island have been burned to ashes, and 
it is authentically reported that two 
earthquakes occurred there. It is be- 
lieved the submarine cables in SL Vin- 
cent have been broken by the disturb- 
ances. The eruptions continue, and the 
suffering is described as terrible.

"The president has appointed a 


committee to receive funds for the re- 
lief of the sufferers from the recent 
catastrophe in Martinique and St. Vin- 
cent. The gentlemen appointed from 
each city are asked to collect and re- 
ceive funds from their localities and 
neighborhoods as expeditiously as pos- 
sible and forward them to Hon. Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss, treasurer of the New 
York committee, whicli committee will 
act as a central distributing point for 
the country. The president directs all 
the postmasters throughout the coun- 
try and requests the presidents of the 
national banks to act as agents for the 
collection of contributions and to for- 
ward the same at once to Mr. Bliss at 
New York. The postmasters are also 
directed to report to the postmaster 
general, within ten days, any funds 
collected on this accounL 


"The president appeals to the public 


to contribute generously for the relief 
of those upon whom this appalling ca- 
lamity has fallen, and asks that the 
contributions be sent In as speedily as 
possible. The gentlemen designated 
on the several committees are request- 
ed to act at once."'

do. the centrifugal 


force tends constantly to throw the 
carriage from its true course. 
This 


force is counteracted -only by the fric- 
tion between the tires and the ground. 
When the centrifugal fores overcomes 
this friction, as is bound to happen 
on slippery roads, the equilibrium is 
destroyed, and the carriage, while slid- 
ing on its wheels, is thrown without 
the curve. To apply the brake in such 
cases would only make matters worse. 
There is nothing to be done but to 
correct the

' Two HOOKS and Bam Burned at 


Irishtown. 


Irishtown in Ox fora township, about 


- two miles South of this place was rudely 
awakened from its quietness Friday af- 
' teruoon by a fierce fire which raged for 
more than two hours and which at one 
^iime threatened the destruction of the 
- greater part of the place. A high wind 
had been blowing all day and this car- 
ried the burning embers from «»ne build- 
ing to another. But for the heroic ef- 
forts put forth by the people from the 


- surrounding countiy and the fire-fighters 
from McSherrystown and this place who 
Chastened to assist, man}' more homes 
would no doull be in ashes. Despite 
>tuc unfavorable weather conditions and 
lack of fire-fighting apparatus close at 
: hand, the fire was gotten nnder control 
after having burned the barn and hog- 
-pen of .Eugene Lawrence, and the 14- 
story frame dwelling houses of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Breighner and Joseph Smith. 
The fire originated in a shed adjoining 


the barn of Mr. Lawrence, but how it 
: started is a mystery. It was discovered 
: about 2:40 o'clock by his children, who 
' were in the yard, and their cry of tire was 
-• answered by Michael Colgan, who was 
passing along the road. Other neighbors 
-came to the scene rapidly, but fanned by 
the wind, the flames spread rapidly and 
had isoon communicated to the 'other 
* buildings. The barn was burned to the 
.-ground together with a large supply of 
••hay, fodder, &c., farming machinery, a 
•wagon and a carriage. No 'live fctock 
was in the barn, but 5 hogs weighing 100 
"Ibs. each, which were in the hog-pen 
were burned. Mr. Lawrence, who is a 


* carpenter, was absent from home, at 
work in JlcSherrystown. and Mrs. Law- 
-rence was in this place at the time, the 
* children being at home alone 


Carried by sparks, the fire next com- 


municated to the house of Mrs. Breigh- 
ner, just across the road from the barn 
•and then to the house of Mr. Smith ad- 
. joining, and although a bucket brigade 
worked heroically, the flames conquered 
•and both dwellings were reduced to ash- 
'CS.

Hanover Mm Killed 


A dispatch from Frederick, Md., to 


the Baltimore Son, dated May 11, says: 
Joseph Henry Bliiiiehart, aged 25 years, 
an itinerant junk dealer of Hanover, Pa., 
was shot and instantly killed on the 
public road, near Ernmitsburg, Freder- 
ick county, about sundown last night by 
Harry F. Starner, a young farmer of that 
place, near hi? mother's home. 


Starner was arrested to-day and will 


be brought to the county jail to morrow. 
Rhinehart, who was accustomed to buy- 
ing up junk in that section, stopped at 
Mrs. Elizabeth Starner's house and as he 
knew her in Hanover informed her he 
wanted to put up his team and stay all 
night. She refused him permission, stat- 
ing that as she and her daughter Fannie 
were there alone and no men in the 
house she did not think it proper and 
be could not under any circumstances 
remain. 


Rhinehart laughed at this and,unhitch- j 


ed his horse, placed it in the stable, not- 
withstanding the lady's protest, and 
said he was going to remain 
She brand- 
ed him as a coward and said: "If my 
son Harry was here you would not dare 
do so. Oh, I do wish Harry would come 
here." 


Mrs. Koontz, who was present and

The barrels just struck 
Rhinehart at the base of the skull and 
the jar was such that it discharged both 
barrels, the loads of which tore the 
whole top of his head off. Seeing this 
the men who had been following turned 
and ran back. Starner, who is 22 years 
old, went before Magistrate Stokes and 
gave himself up. To-day he was taken 
by the county officer and kept a prison- 
er in his custody. 


After the tragedy eight men. friends 


of the parties, made a large fire beside 
ths remains of Rhinehart and staved 
with them all night. To-dav State's "At- 
torney Worthingtou was notified, and 
going to the scene held an inquest which 
developed the facts as above given and 
that Rhinehart died from a gunshot 
wound inflicted by Starner. Rbinehart's 
friends were notified and the body pre- 
pared for burial and will be taken to 
to his home in Hanover. 


The murdered man was a son of Mr. 


Ephraim Rhinehart of Hanover, and was 
aged 20 years, 9 months and 17 days. 
His remains were brought to Hanover 
Sunday evening from Emmitsburg where 
the body had been prepared for burial 
by undertaker Shuff. The body was 
brought to Hanover in Rhinehart's own 
team, an open spring wagon. The driv- 
er, Levi Laughman, seated on the coffin, 
drove to the humble home on the Com. 
mons, where the body was placed in the 
front and only room of the house, which 
is used as a parlor, dining room and 
kitchen, where it was viewed by his 
friends. 


Ephraim Rhinehart, father of the dead 


man, is well known throughout this en- 
tire section of York and Adams coun- 
ties. At present he is under bail to the 
Adams county court to keep the peace 
for two years. The Rhinehart's resided 
near Littlestown a few years ago.
